1st.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  a  town  clerk. 

2d.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  selectman 
for  three  years. 

3d.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  Robinson  Female  Seminary  for  the  term  of  seven  years. 

4th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  trust  funds  held  by  the  town  of  Exeter,  to  hold  office  for 
three  years. 

5th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  Swasey  Parkway  for  three  years. 

6th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers,  auditors, 
or  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

7th.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  repairing  high- 
ways, for  repairing  and  building  bridges,  for  repairing  and 
building  sidewalks,  for  building  drains  and  sewers,  for  oiling 
streets,  for  payment  of  the  town  debt,  for  lighting  streets,    for 


defraying  expenses  of  decorating  the  graves  of  soldiers,  for  pre- 
venting the  spread  of  insect  pests  within  the  town,  for  the  con- 
trol of  the  white  pine  blister  disease,  for  the  payment  of  firemen 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  for  other  charges  arising  within  the 
town. 

8th.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and  other 
officers  and  committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote 
arising  therefrom. 

9th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  town 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

10th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed  matter  to  call  at- 
tention to  the  resources  and  natural  advantages  of  the  town 
and  to  assist  on  planning  and  development  for  the  benefit  of 
the  town  in  co-operation  with  other  towns  co-ordinated  in  the 
Seacoast  Regional  Development  Association  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars.     (S500.00) 

11th.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  by  ballot  on 
the  following  question:  "Shall  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171 -A 
of  the  Revised  Laws  relative  to  playing  games  of  beano  be 
adopted  in  this  town?" 

12th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  foot  bridge 
over  river  to  Oilman  Park  and  appropriate  seven  hundred 
dollars  for  same.     (S700 .  00) 

1 3th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  resurface  the  sidewalk 
at  front  and  side  of  Town  Hall  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  six 
hundred  and  twenty-one  dollars  for  same.     ($621  .00) 

14th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  an  addition 
to  the  Court  Street  Fire  Station  to  house  apparatus  now  located 


in  the  old  Fire  House  on  Water  Street  and  appropriate  seven 
thousand  and  sixteen  dollars  for  same.     ($7,016.00) 

1 5th.  On  petition  of  Rev.  Paul  T.  Martin  and  sixteen  others, 
to  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  to  enable  the  Congrega- 
tional Church  and  Parish  in  Exeter  to  remove  or  change  the 
dial  or  the  dials  of  the  clock  now  in  the  tower  of  the  church, 
for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  tower  and  restoring  it  to  its 
original  architectural  design. 

16th.  On  petition  of  James  A.  Thomson  and  ten  others,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  continue  the  playground  at  the  Seminary 
yard  for  supervised  play  of  children  of  all  ages,  to  be  adminis- 
tered by  the  School  Board,  and  appropriate  fourteen  hundred 
dollars  (SI 400)  for  the  same. 

17th.  On  petition  of  Gordon  A.  Ray  and  eighteen  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
sixteen  hundred  and  ninety-four  dollars  ($1694.00)  to  cover 
the  expense  of  erecting  a  suitable  fence,  along  the  easterly  side 
of  the  Swasey  Parkway  at  the  river  bank. 

18th.  On  petition  of  Ralph  E.  Meras  and  twenty-four 
others,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  stop  buying  fire  insurance 
on  property  owned  by  the  town. 

19th.  On  petition  of  Robert  F.  Schur  and  fifteen  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
sixteen  hundred  dollars  ($1600.00)  for  the  purpose  of  install- 
ing a  suitable  sewer  line  at  the  easterly  end  of  Park  Street 
sometimes  called  Katie's  Lane,  from  a  certain  point  on  New- 
market Road  and  connecting  with  the  sewer  in  Newmarket 
Road  and  extending  up  or  in  a  westerly  direction  on  Park 
Street  for  a  distance  of  400  feet  with  a  manhole  at  each  end. 

20th.  On  petition  of  Henry  Stacker  and  sixteen  others  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  ($375.00)  for  the  pur- 


pose  of  piping  part  of  the  overflow  from  Tewksbury  Spring 
on  Cass  Street  to  the  catch  basin  at  the  corner  of  Dewey  Street 
and  Water  Street;  also  to  cover  expense  of  enlarging  and 
piping  same  to  the  sewer  in  Water  Street. 

21st.  On  petition  of  Gordon  A.  Ray  and  fifty-two  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  ($3,856.50)  for  the  purchase  of  two  suitable  trucks  for  the 
Highway  Department. 

22d.  On  petition  of  Joseph  M.  Nowak  and  ten  others,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  a  street  light  on  McKinley 
Street  about  midway  between  Wentworth  Street  and  Hobart 
Street  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

23d.  On  petition  of  Ralph  S.  Smart  and  fifteen  others,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  a  street  light  on  Walnut  Street 
between  the  residences  of  Harold  Copp  and  Robert  Schontag 
and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

24th.  On  petition  of  Clarence  S.  Smith  and  nine  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  a  street  light  on  Towle 
Avenue  at  the  approximate  intersection  of  Towle  Avenue  and 
Ann's  Lane,  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

25th.  On  petition  of  Philip  L.  Greenwood  and  ten  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  eight  hundred 
dollars  ($800.00)  for  eight  band  concerts  to  be  played  by  the 
Exeter  Brass  Band  in  the  Swasey  Pavilion. 

26th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1500.00)  for  a  survey  of  and  collec- 
tion of  data  relative  to  the  present  sewer  system. 

27th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1500)  to  construct  Robin 
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Lane  as  a  permanent  street  from   its  present  terminus  to  the 
easterly  side  of  Towle  Avenue. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  committee 
consisting  of  the  moderator,  the  selectmen  and  four  other  citi- 
zens to  be  named  by  the  moderator  to  investigate  the  Exeter 
Water  Works  property,  study  the  feasibility  of  purchasing  the 
same  and  make  a  report  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting  or 
at  a  special  town  meeting  to  be  called  by  the  selectmen,  with 
their  recommendation  as  to  action  by  the  town  in  relation  to 
the  purchase  and  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the  property.  The 
committee  to  be  authorized  to  employ  engineers  and  assistants, 
and  the  town  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars  ($2000)  to  be  expended  for  necessary  expenses.

Gentlemen:  Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual 
audit  and  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Exeter 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1949,  which  was  made 
by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town.  Ex- 
hibits as  hereafter  hsted  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  audit  and  examination  were  the  accounts 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town 
Clerk,  Road  Agent,  Library  Treasurer,  Clerk  of  the  Municipal 
Court,  Trustees  of  Swasey  Parkway  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Financial  Statement 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —  Dec.  37,  1948-Dec.  31,  1949: 
(Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1948  and 
December  31,  1949,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated 
therein  the  Net  Debt  decreased  by  $21,080.16  during  the  year 
1949. 
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Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition 
(Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which 
caused  the  change  indicated  therein. 


Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures — Estimated 
and  Actual  Revenues 

(Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4) 


Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1949,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  in- 
dicated by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  revenue  sur- 
plus of  $2,332.05,  less  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of 
$1,020.25,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $1,311.80.

(Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1949,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the 
uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1. 
Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance,  as  of  December  31,  1949,  is 
indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2.

(Exhibit  K-1) 

A  statement  of  bonded  debt,  as  of  December  31,  1949,  show- 
ing annual  debt  service  requirements,  is  contained  in  Ex- 
hibit K-1. 
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Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were 
examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were 
compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as 
entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
sdurce  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained 
from  depositary  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  ta.xes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated 
by  the  Collector's  records. 

General  Comments 
Current  Deficit: 

It  is  noted  that  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  current 
deficit  that  existed  at  the  close  of  1949  over  the  1948  deficit, 
as  indicated  herewith:

Although  an  appropriation  of  $11,716.98  was  made  in  1949 
to  take  care  of  the  1948  deficit,  this  was  ofTset  by  the  inclusion 
through  error  in  1949,  of  $13,000.00  as  estimated  revenue  from 
Parking  Meters.  Inasmuch  as  the  Parking  Meter  revenue  is 
required  by  law  to  be  earmarked  for  special  purposes,  such 
revenue  should  not  be  considered  as  an  estimated  revenue 
item  in  the  town  budget  and  tax  rate  calculation. 
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Parkins  Meter  Account: 


A  summary  of  the  Parking  Meter  account  is  presented  in 
Exhibit  J.  The  balance  of  Parking  Meter  funds  on  deposit  on 
December  31,  1949,  amounted  to  $3,070.83.  This  was  ear- 
marked as  follows:
